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The  Swain  School  of  Design,  founded  in  1881, 
operates  under  a  limited  endowment  fund 
established  under  the  will  of  its  founder, 
William  W.  Swain.  While  there  is  no  charge 
for  tuition,  registration  fees  are  assessed  each 
student,  as  set  forth  elsewhere  in  this  catalog, 
as  a  guarantee  of  faithful  attendance  and 
earnest  endeavor.  The  school  is  a  Charter 
Member  of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts, 
and  holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  oldest 
private  school  in  the  State  devoted  entirely  to 
the  teaching  of  Art. 

The  courses  offered  for  the  coming  year  will 
be  Commercial  Art,  Fashion  Illustration  and 
Sign  Painting.
